Rural Delivery Route No. 1 will 
be put into operation this morn- 
ing at 6 o'clock over the new route 
to Bolivar, across to the Bradshaw 
road and back to town, a distance of 
26 miies. 

Mr. Kldridge Bradshaw, who in 
connection with his father, Mr. Ben 
Bradshaw, worked up the route, 
will be the carrier until the route is 
fully established. 

He will start after the arrival of 
the 6 o'clock train and return in 
time to catch the 5:23 p. m. train. 

All persons along the route have 
bought boxes and they have been 
put in place. There are about 75 
boxes on the route, purchased at 
an expense of SI each. The boxes 
are arranged so they maybe locked 
if a lock is put on them. They arc- 
to be placed at the road. Mail is 
to be dropped into them and the 
carrier takes up the outgoing mail 
and leaves the incoming mail. 

The carrier will soon have a 
wagon made especially for the 
purpose. He will carry stamps, 
postal cards and money orders. It 
will of c .urse be necessary to see 
the carrier as he passes to do this 
kind of business. As he will goon 
a regular schedule, this will be an 
easy matter. 

Three other routes are being 
worked up.

Tobacco receipts this week have 
been good, amounting to considera- 
bly more than those of last week. 
Sales were also in excess of those 
of the past week and there were 
very few rejections. The sales 
were made up of common to medium 
leaf and lugs, no good tobacco be- 
ing offered, and prices realized 
were quite satisfactory all round. 
Lugs ranged in price from $3.35 to 
$5.00, and for common to medium 
leaf, from $5 50 to $8.0o. As the 
Hopk^nsville market is slightly 
later opening up than tome of the 
other markets, few orders have yet 
been received for fine tobacco. In 
the course of a few weeks, however, 
this class of the weed is expected to 
begin to move with a rush. 

Loose receipts are fairly good, 
but a real "season" for prizing is 
much needed to materially swell 
this line of the business. It is esti- 
mated that about 00 per cent, of the 
crop of 1900, has been sold to loose 
buyers, but a very small per cent, 
has yet been put in shape for the 
market. Last year's crop is con- 
siderably shorter than the year be- 
fore, and the weed is weighing out 
light. While there is some fine to- 
bacco to be marketed, the quality, 
as a general thing, U only fair.

EVANS REVERSED. 



Prosecution Made Under La* 
Held Unconstitutional. 



rheTest Case From Middlesborn 
Sent Back For Dis- 
missal. 



In the Federal Courtof Appeals at 
Cincinnati Tuesday the cases of 
Kobert Locke, H. H. Mullen. \V. F. 
Crites and J. J. O'Neill, of Louis- 
ville, charged with conspiring 
to preveut negroes from voting, 
were reversed. The court reversed 
the cases on the error of Judjje tev- 
ans, who, in his instruction to the 
jury which tried the men said, in 
substance: "Such men as these 
commit just such crimes." 

Tnis the court holds, was con- 
cerning thecharacter of the defend- 
ants, and there was nothing in the 
record to warrant any such state- 
ment. 

The court did not take up any 
of the other points presented by the 
counsel for the defendants. The 
most important of the points not 
touched upon was that of juris- 
diction . 

In the case of of C. E. Lackey, of 
Middlesboro, charged with bribing 
negro vo»ers aud indicted under 
section 5507 of the Federal statutes, 
the decision of Judge Evans was 
also reversed and the cause was 
remanded to the lower court with 
instruction to sustain the demur- 
rer to the indictment and to dismiss 
the defendant. The court decided 
that the act under which Lackey 
was sentenced to the penitentiary 
was unconstitutional. 

Locke, Mullen and Crites, who 
are in jail on account of the fact 
that their bonds were surren- 
dered, were in a happy frame of 
mind last night. O'Neill is out on 
bond. The four men were officers 
of election in the Goebel-Taylor 
contest for Governor in 1899. They 
served in the twenty-fourth pre- 
cinct of the Ninth ward. Locke 
was challenger; Crites sheriff; Mul- 
len, judge, and O'Neill clerk. 
I'hey are charged with having con- 
spired to prevent colored voters 
from exercising the right of suff 
rage. 

'•We know little about the de 
cision," said Locke, "except that 
ludge Evans' decision was re- 
versed and that we get a new trial. 
We felt all along that the highet 
cjurt would reverse our cases. We 
lo not know upon what points the 
cases were reversed, but we do feel 
i hat the decision of the Federal 
Court of Appeals is favorable to 

JS." 

Critea, who ia ill. was highly 
elated over the decision. 

Judge Thomas R. Gordon and Mr. 
Swager Sherley, who were the 
counsel for the prisoners, received 
.1 telegram from the clerk of the 
Federal Court at Cincinnati, noti- 
fying them of the action of the 
court. They have not yet read the 
tuil opinion in the case and conse- 
quently do not know how far reach- 
ing it is. 

The attorneys made five points in 
their appeal and so far as they 
know the case was reversed on one 
of these points, viz: That Judge 
Evaus, in his instructions, referred 
to the bad character of the defend 
ants Mben there was nothing on 
record as to their character. It is 
the opinion of the attorneys that the 
court did not touch upon the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction and Judge 
Evans' error without going into the 
matter of jurisdiction. 

In the case of Lackey, of Middles- 
boro, who was fined $1,000 and sen- 
tenced to seven months' imprison- 
ment for bribing negro voters, the 
court declares section No. 5507, 
under which he was indicted, to be 
unconstitutional and sends it back 
with the instruction to the court lo 
sustain the demurrer. Mr. Isaac 
T. Woodson, who is Lackey's coun- 
sel, filed a demurrer to the indict- 
ment before Judge Evans on the 
ground| that the court had no juris- 
diction. Judge Evans promptly 
over-ruled the demurrer. Now the 
Federal Court of Appeals, in in- 
structing that the demurrer be sus- 
, tained, means that the FederalCourt 
'has no juriadictioa in Lackey's 
case.

A TALK ON OEMS. 

How the DUmond Is Cat sad Whit Makas 

Its Value. 

It was a rare I reatthat the audience 
at the Botedale School Art league 
lecture had on u recent afternoon 
when Mr. James llyrie. of< Hyrie 
Bros., lectuntl on ".b \\< Ik," says the 
Toronto (Out.) Globe, Mr. ftyrw 
combined e'uougb expert information 
with hie lecture to ^ive those pres- 
ent 11 peep behind the tcenei nt the 
prooeasea that result in the blare of 
the jewels as thej catch the buyer^ 
eye. Naturally, to the diamond moat 
attention was paid, and at the very 
outset Mr. Uyrie explained thai the 
term "karat" in gold applieilo qual* 
ity, pure gold being 2\ kaiats line, 
and in this form the particles fall 
apart like sand, requiring an alloy of 
baser metal to hold them together. 

In the case of diamonds the- term 
"karat" means weight, and is de- 
rived from an Indian seed which 
when dry is absolutely uniform in 
weight. A diamond weighing 100 
karats, therefore, is one that il of the 
same weight as 100 of these Indian 
seeds. The end of an ordinary lead 
pencil represents the surface of a 
stone between one and one-half kar- 
ats. The cutting of diamonds and 
their polishing is done with diamond 
dual mixed with oil placed upon a 
wheel that revohis with great rapid- 
ity, the diamond in proee.-s of polish- 
ing being fattened to a steel arm n st- 
ing on the whet I. The facets are cut 
on mathematical lines to reflect and 
refract the rays of light, and there Ira 
58 such facets on evuv full cut bril- 
liant. 

A rose cut stone is one not suffi- 
ciently deep to admit of regular cut- 
ting, and rather than sacrifice too 
much, instead of being cut ton point 
underneath, it is tint, with Facets on 
the top. This variety of diamond is 
only about' one-quarter the value of 
a brilliant of similar ,-ize and weight. 
It was supposed by many thai White 
was the only color known to dia- 
monds. As proof to the contrary Mr. 
Ryrie exhibited to his audience two 
black diamonds and one of colli e ( ; ol- 
or, remarking that thev poaaeUed 
great value on account of tin ir rarity. 

Mr. Hyrie showed facsimile- in 
size and shape of soiiu of the chief 

crown JeWelSj the tnosl notable being 
the great British diamond, of which 
he said: "Our knowledge of the Ko- 
binoor. the Indian for 'Mountain of 
Light." date* back to the treasury in 
Delhi in 1686. After vicissitudes it 
fell into the hands of t he British Bol« 
diery at the capture of Lahore, and 
was by them presented to her majesty 
on Juh •'!. i860. It was exhibited al 
the exposition of IS.'il. and being 
somewhat imperfect a consultation of 

leading M-ientists. Sir David l'i< wsler 
among tin in. though! it might be un- 
safe to attempt to recul it. Alter 
considerable discission, however, it 
«;i- Intrusted to il Mr. Ouster, of Am- 
sterdam, by whom ii waa verj s?reflt« 
ly improved, retaining hearty the 
original surface siae, although de- 
creasing it very nuicli in weight, be- 
ing reduced from isii to Km karats." 

Mr. Ryrie dealt with colored stones 
in an equally it :e ing manner.

As the details of the late Repub- 
lican primary come in, the extent 
of the corruption fund used is be- 
coming better known and the mag- 
nitude of the sum '-turncn loose" is 
simply appalling.

$12,000 was spent and it may have 
gone to $15,000. Fully $10,000 of 
this was spent in buying votes on 
the day of the primary. Prices 
varied at different points. In the 
city the negroes turned up their 
noses at anything less than $2 and 
■f pa id as high as $7 for many of 
Sy^Totea," said the Kentuckian 'b 
informant. 

At Brent's ahop the ruling price 
was $1 and everybody got his 
piece. A negro who lived at Mr. 
W. D. Summers brought his dollar 
back and bought bran for his cow, 
saying it was the first time the Re- 
publicans had ever done the square 
thing by him. At Gracey some of 
the candidates got votes as low as 
50 cents and a drink, but the price 
rose up to $1 by noon and some 
went as high as $1.50. 

So it was all over the county. 
The bribery was open, universal 
and shameless. 

Coming as it did just a week be 
fore the higher FederalCourt called 
Judge Kvans down on his interfer- 
ence in State elections and declared 
unconstitutional the old section ol 
the statutes he has been trying to 
operate under, it forces the conclu- 
sion that hereafter Hanna's tactics 
are to be the rule with local Repub- 
licans. Every man is to be paid 
for his vote and no man without a 
wad need apply lor any place on a 
Republican ticket. 

The happiest men on earth are 
the Christian county negroes, who 
had been told by their masters that 
it was a "sure thing" for the Fed- 
eral penitentiary for the man who 
bought or sold a vote. Now all 
that has changed. The terrible 
5507 has been knocked into a cocked 
hat and hereafter every county will 
have its little Mark Hanna to bust 
a barrel on every 'lection day and 
turn the stuff a loose. Oh! there 
will be high old times in Christian 
next fall. The gang have just be- 
ijuu by spending a little small 
change and will be ready next fall 
to out-llanna old Mark himself.
